merciful and tender and gentle and kind, 
if you treat men with charity then you 
do that to me." 
Not by any standard of profession is 


man's life determined. There are men 
who have very much of religion in their 
creeds, but very little of Christ in their 
deeds. There are men who have little 
of religion in their creeds, but much of 
Christ in their deeds. Hence we are 
measuring all souls to-day by their dis- 
position, the ministration of self sacri- 
fice, as seen in the noblest exhibition of 
character. It is in the direction of such 
a giving of ones self for another that the 
law oflove finds its divinest expression. 


This is the direction of my thought at 
this evening hour, es I have thought of 
the brother over whose form we ere ut- 
tering these words. 
In the largest, 


noblest sense did he live this law of 
brotherhood,' holding the dignities and 
'the grandeur of an honest, upright char- 
acter. We are not surprised that this 
love so beautifully manifested through- 
out the yean of his life should finally 
reach its consummation in the life of 
Jesus Christ He followed its leadings 
till it carried him without a shadow of 
reservation into the arms of the Savior. 
Hieing above 
all 
the 
weeks and 
months of pain, beyond all shadowy 
forms of mistrust, and like a bird 
rising from its storm-tossed branches, 
beyond the darkened hills, he found 
peace in the assurance of the power of 
God and the cross his Christ. His great 
love for the law of brotherhood found 
its fulfillment in the fatherhood of God.

THE SUGAR INQUEST. 


The Bmrnlnadton ot Senatoro In 


Alphabetical Order. 


A SERIES OF SEIRCHIHG QUESTI0IS, 


Which It is Believed Will Bring Out the 


Whole Truth in AD Cases—The Ex- 


amination of Senator Brice— 


Emphatic Denials. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.— The senato- 


rial Sugar trust investigators started 
in yesteAiay on what is considered the 
most direct and, therefore, the most 
important branch of the inquiry. It is 
the branch that consists in the exami- 
nation of the individual members of 
the senate in alphabetical order as to 
their knowledge of or connection with 
dealing* in sugar stock or the sugar 
legislation of the tariff bill. The com- 
mittee has made excellent progress, ex- 
amining each of its five members and 
all the senators, with few exceptions, 
from A to H inclusive. 


Prior to beginning the examination 


of their colleagues the members of the 
committee heard the testimony of The- 
odore A. Havemeyer, of the American 
Sugar Refining Co., but nothing new 
was developed from his answers. 


The examination of senators was 


based /on a number of carefully-pre- 
pared questions., so framed that the 
committee to a man believe that no 
senator who has ever touched sugar 
stock or had anything to do with the 
members of the trtist in connection 
with legislation to make even a tech- 
nical denial or evasive answer of any 
sort without putting himself in a 
questionable position. 
These ques- 


tions are as follows: 


1. Have you been in attendance at 


the present session of congress during 
the pendency of the tariff bill in the 
senate? 


a. Have you given any information, 


directly or indirectly, to anyone inter- 
ested in sugar stocks, socalled, or in 
the stock of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co., that was intended or calcu- 
lated to affect its value? 


3. Have yon bought or sold, directly 


or indirectly, since the beg-moing of 
this session of congress, any socalled 
sugar stock or stocks, or stock or cer- 
tificates of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Co.? 


4. Have you been concerned with 


any one interest, direct or indirect, 
contingent or otherwise, in any opera- 
tion, whether by purchase or sale of 
said stocks or certificates? 


5. Has anyone bought or sold for 


your account, or in your interest, any 
of such stocks, or speculated in any 
ench stocks on your account, or given 
you to understand that you would 
share in the profits of any operation in 
such stocks, or placed any money to 
your credit as the proceeds of the pur- 
chase or sale of such stocks, or prom- 
ised or agreed to place such money to 
your credit? 


6. Has any member of your family, 


or any person in your employ, or any 
clerk employed under the laws of the 
United States in your service, been, to 
your knowledge, interested, in any of 
the ways indicated in any of the pre- 
ceding questions, in any transaction 
of sugar stocks or certificates during 
the period mentioned? 


7. Have you, or has any member of 


your family, or any such clerk, owned 
or held certificates of the American 
Sugar Refining Co. (during the period

heretofore mentioned? 


_8. Have you, at any time, been con-

nested with the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co., or hare ' you, at any time, 
been in its employ as attorney, agent 
or otherwise? 


The members of the committee — 


namely, Senators 
Gray (chairman) 


Lindsay, Davis, Lodge and Allen- 
were examined before the alphabetical 
list was begun, and each answered 
each question in the negative with the 
exception of the first which from its 
nature required some explanation. 


The most interesting U not the most 


important testimony of the day was 
that of Senator Calvin 8. Brice. The 
examination of Senator Brice was not 
made on the questions given, because 
other witnesses had brought in his 
name in giving their testimony. Sen- 
ator Gray read to Mr. Brice the state- 
ment of Correspondent Edwards in the 
Philadelphia Press, alleging that Sen- 
ator Brice was a speculator in sugar 


r 
stocks, and then put thi* question: 


"I ask yon, senator, whether this 


statement, which means to impute tha t 
yon and others have been enabled to 
accumulate wealth upon the probable 
course of legislation, is true, and to 
state what yon have to say in regard to 
it?" 


"Before or since entering the sea- 


•te?" asked Mr. Brice. 


"Since entering the senate?" 
'•But I may as wel. answer as to the 


whole time, both before or since, "said 
the Ohio senator, "that I have never 
been concerned in any speculations or 
niveKtmenta or interested in them, the 
result of -which depended upon legisla- 
tion 1m aongres* or ebcwhere. Since 
entering the stsnate I have not been 
conoenud in any way, directly or indi- 
rectly, ta may property, securities, 
stocks, investments or (peculations in 
anything that is mentioned in the

Senator Brice—I was never present 


at any conference or meeting where 
any such subject was discussed. I was 
at the Arlington hotel on the evening 
of the Tth of March last, in the room of 
Mr. H. L. Terrell, of New York (for 
the past thirty years one of my most 
intimate friends). T called at Mr. Ter- 
rell's room for the purpose of meeting 
him and a common friend, a New fork 
lawyer interested in railway matters, 
and not connected with or interested 
in the tariff bill in any way. We 
spent perhaps an hour, or an hour and 
a half without any other person being1 
present. 
Mr. Terrell, with whom I 


had for many years business interests, 
but with whom I had no interests 
Whatever in any way for more than 
six years last past, said that he was 
interested in sugar, and discussed the 
question of the effect of an ad valorem 
as compared with a special tax, about 
which I was concerned. Mr. Terrell 
said that Mr. Henry Havemeyer was in 
the hotel. I requested that he send for 
Mr. Havemeyer, that I might get Mr.

to stay for twenty-five years. This space 
of time has been full of sensations o: 
toil, rest, trials, distress and happiness 
To think that I must stay through ai 
this would at that time ha>e distreasec 
me, but to-night I am happy for it. Be 
fore twenty-five yean more will have 
elapsed I may have to give up to take a 
much needed rest, but I hope to be here 
in 1919. I look back with much pride 
on those who have been ray pupile 
Many are now heroes and heroines. 


"We hate to let the scholars go from 


us so much that we sometimes keep 
them an extra year. I wi*h to reminc 
you that there are many who need your 
helping hands and kind words, and you 
must not forget them. A* I tell you 
good night 1 want to leave in your 
minds Mr*. Gary's sweet little verse: 


"If I can stop one heart from breaking, 
I shall not live In vain, 
If I can ease one life the ncMor, 
Or cool one palo or help one (Mating roll 
•Into Its oust ng»ln. 
I shall not live In v«ln. 
Supt. E. A. Gastman spoke on The 


High School of the Present." He aaid 
that the high nchool of the present was 
the evolution of thirty-two years. The 
high school of the present was one to be 
enjoyed, and a pleasant memory of it 
should be carried away. It ranks among 
the best in the state and no person need 
ever be ashamed of having attended it. 
It had gradually improved and he hoped 
that it would continue to do BO. He said 
that the members of the society should 
always aid in its support and improve- 
ment. New libraries, manual and phys 
ical training department were needed, 
and the graduates would soon be in a 
position where they could aid the board 
of education in securing these additions. 


Milton Johnson, jr., spoke on "The 


High School in Business." Out of 558 
graduate? 393 were young women and 
163 were young men. There was only 
ono minister of the gospel. There are 
five lawyer*, eleven doctors, two or throe 
dentists, seven editors, and seventy-five 
who were engaged in active busiuem 
pursuits. Out of the whole number 
there were only two who could not be 
accounted for by Mr. Gaatinan. He said 
this record was remarkable, and showed 
the way in which the Decatur High 
School prepared it* graduates for the 
world. Sotue.wpro now attending higher 
college* and. a few had died, but with 
the exception of two ajl bad been sue- 
coeefni in life. Mr. Qacman aaid that 
of all the number that had lift tbe 
school there w«* only one h« need pity.
